company was seeking a franchise to 
do business in this city.

DEMONSTRATION. 


In order to work the telephone Judge 


North said that all that one had to do 
was to take the receiver off the hook 
and then turn the indicator to figures 
on the dial attached to the standard 
to indicate the number of the phone 
wanted, and then- press the button and 
that rung the bell. 


There was a plione belonging to the 


company containing such a dial a& 
that referred to by the Judge, on the 
table near the speaker, and on this, 
the Judge Indicated how a number was 
to be raised. 


NEW METHOD. 


He first took off the receiver and 


then acted on the supposition that he 
wanted to raise 
telephone No. 1234. 


This, he said, could be done by taking 
off the receiver, first, then turning the 
dial toward the indicator to the figure 
"1", then leaving the indicator go when 
it returned automatically to its posi- 
tion at zero; next turning the dial un- 
til the figure "2" was reached; again 
allowing the dial to return to zero, and 
then successively bringing it back in 
the manner before indicated to the 
figure "3" and lastly to the figure "4". 
That process made connection in the 
office with the number wanted and all 
that had then to be done was to pres<3 
a button on the base of the standard 
which rung the bell of the telephone 
wanted and the man at the other end 
of the line was secured in 35 seconds. 


IN LOS ANGELES. 


They had already installed, the au- 


tomatic system in L/o's Angeles, and in 
all Southern California. 
The first ex- 


change in Los Angeles, however, con- 
tained the manual .switchboard, but 
since then In all the exchanges estab- 
lished and in Los Angeles, also, the 
automatic system had been introduc- 
ed.

Suslfsxs- ^>;<.e and Publishing House, 413-417 Eighth Street, Oakland, 
Roosevelt's Victory for Peace,. 


The chief glory of the peace concluded at Portsmouth, 
as 


M. Witte acknowledges, will rest upon President Roosevelt, who has 
achieved the most signal victory for civilization and humanity record- 
ed in human annals. His daring but friendly initiative brought Russia 
and Japan into conference, his persistence twice prevented the con- 
terence breaking up without result. When the envoys on both sides 
despaired of coming to an agreement, the President did.not lose 
hope, nor did he cease to urge on both sides with friendly counsel 
the necessity for reaching an understanding which would restore 
peace to the nations arid prevent further bloodshed. His exertions 
drew to him the moral support of the world. He wisely refrained 
from suggesting the terms of peace, but he did not fail to impress 
upon the Japanese envoys that a victorious nation can afford to be 
magnanimous. He took the Japanese at their word when they de- 
clared that they were not waging a venal war nor seeking to wrest 
territories from their neighbors 
Daily the Japanese were impress- 


ed with the fact that there was grave danger to their own empire in 
pushing Russia to extremities—danger of a pan-Caucasian coali- 
tion, in sentiment at least, against Japan, which would mean the 
crushing of her newly risen power. At the same time England was 
anxious for peace on any terms that would include the withdrawal ot 
Russia from Manchuria and the maintenance of the open door in 
China. Great Britain, the ally of Japan, is the power most menaced 
by the cry of "Asia for the Asiatics." Japan cannot afford to lose 
the friendship of the United States an-i England. On this string tin 
President delicately played, and the result is a peace which secures 
to Japan the fruits of her victory and is an honorable one in all 
respects to Russia. Japan has played a magnanimous part—and 
who shall say it is not the wisest policy?—and Russia has not been 
humiliated. In the role of a peacemaker Theodore Roosevelt has 
eclipsed all past performances, and takes his place as the most con- 
spicuous and influential ruler of his day. 


With a fine regard for the truth that is in keeping with its keen 


wit the Fresno Republican says the Oakland papers are made up 
by 'rehashing" in the afternoon what the San Francisco papers pub- 
lish in the morning. 
It would be more accurate to say that the 


contents of the Republican are a rehash of what appears in tt e 
Democrat the evening before, because in nine cases out of ten the 
afternoon paper is the first to print the news of important events. 
The San Francisco papers rehash ten times as much matter from 
the Oakland papers (when they do not take it bodily) than the

Sergius Witte, Liberal Statesman. 


Russia has reason to congratulate herself that the Czar altered 


his plans at the last mo. ent and made .Sergius Witte his chief en- 
voy to the peace conference. M. Witte has earned the gratitude of 
his countrymen by concluding a peace on terms far more favorable 
to Russia than was deemed possible, even by the Moscovite states- 
men themselves. The Manchurian war was the result of a policy 
which he opposed with such vigor and warmth as to temporarily 
cause his retirement from power. He has now extricated the Rus- 
sian empire from the most disastrous foreign complication in which 
it has ever been involved. He was perhaps able to obtain better 
terms from the Japanese for the reason that he opposed the ag- 
gressions on their sphere of influence and has consistently deprecated 
the series of acts and breaches of faith which provoked Japan to 


He has borne himself at Portsmouth m an admir- 


mcreasing the 


respect fe4t for him by Japanese statesmen. He will pass into his- 
tory as the chief and compelling figure at the Portsmouth confer- 
ence. Beaconsfield at Berlin was not more impressive or compell- 
ing. It is something to remember in this connection that Sergius 
Witte is the most liberal of the Statesmen in Russia able to com- 
mand the confidence and trust of the Czar. The war was brought 
on by the reactionaries, whom he has consistently opposed and who 
are his bitter enemies; therefore the peace he has concluded at Ports- 
mouth is a victory for liberal statesmanship. It vindicates the lib- 
eral and enlightened policy to which he endeavored to commit the 
Czar's 'government. .It is presage of better things for the Russian 
people. M. Witte will now have greater influence than ever with 
the Russian autocrat. He is opposed to repiession, religious intol- 
erance and the persecution of the Jews. The attempt to Russianize 
Finland was against his advice, as was the violation of the Treaty of 
Pekin. He has advocated removing the barbarous restrictions now 
imposed upon the Je\\s in Russia. All his efforts to liberalize Rus- 
sia have hitherto been baffled, however, by the reactionary party 
headed by the grand dukes and the Procurator of the Holy *§ynod, 
a medieval bigot of fearless mould and master mind. • This party 
will hate him worse than even because he has upset their plans by 
concluding a peace on terms so favorable to his country that no 
fault can be found \\ith it, but M. Witte is now in a position so 
strong that he can defy the cabals of his enemies, who are also the 
foes of liberty and enlightenment 
It is a further proof that the

Going Abroad to Get Broke. 


The cable dispatches say London is overrun with Americans 


who have gone' to Europe and spent their money without taking 
heed as to how they were to get home. They can't get,anything | 
to do, and therefore find it hard to get anything to eat, hence are j 
begging of other Americans and importuning the American embassy] 
and consulate to find them transportation back to the United i 
States. It happens, however, that the government has created no 
fund to pay the passage home of wandering Americans who are so 
improvident as to go broke in foreign lands. If it attempted such 
a thing it would probably have more trouble on its hands than it 
ever dreamed of. "*The problem of increasing the revenue would be 
unsolvable, because, armed with the knowledge that the govern- j 
ment would take care of them, people would swarm off sightseeing 
in countless numbers heedless of consequence for the reason that 
they could always Qount on grub and a passage home. Rich Amer- 
icans are apt to have as little regard for broken men iff England as 
they have in the United States. They, see no Reason why they 
should foot the bills of their countrymen who go abroad and reduce 
themselves to penury by their own carelessness and improvidence. 
Nor is there any reason. The man who goes to a foreign country 
with insufficient funds and spends what he has, trusting to find 
some fellow countrymen who will pay his way home deserves such 
a salutary experience as being penniless and a stranger in London. 
Only the stern lesson of hardship and privation can convince some 
people'that it is each man's business to take care 01 himself and not 
deliberately cast himself upon the charity of strangers.

dent that Governor. Pardee said nothing that could be twisted to 
give it the meaning placed on it by our contemporaries. 


We think it is not necessary on account of the Governor's well 


known views on the subject of Chinese immigration, for him 
to 


reiterate his sentiment at every meeting he chances to attend, and 
ver ylikely, in his Portland speech he considered it superflous to 
second the anti-Chinese expressions in the speeches of the Governors 
of Oregon and Washington. Those two officials fully covered this 
ground, and Governor Pardee, in his address, did not dissent from 
their views. On the contrary he added to the immigration ques- 
tion that phase of it which just now, and very properly, is occupy- 
ing th attention of the American people, namely, the influx of un- 
desirable foreigners from soXtthern and central Europe. There 
is 


danger of course to the exclusion law by reason of the sentiment 
that is spreading throughout the East, but on the other hand the bars 
are already down so far as the European immigrants are concerned, 
and it was eminently proper that Dr. Pardee should have called at- 
tention to the evils arising therefrom, and particularly in such an 
important body as the Trans-Mississippi

the exigencies of the case, and an acci- 
dent of srreater or less seriousness must 
follow. Would any man be so Insana as 
Lo attempt to drive a steam engine at 
the rate of a mile a minute on a circular 
track only a mile in circumference? 


Why, 
then, should we expect mtoor cars 
traveling at a higher rate of speed to 
perform such 'task? 
Any unbiased enthusiast must recognize 
the injury to the sport which a single 
accident produces. Unfortunate happen- 
ings to touring cars are hardly avoidable. 
A serious accident in tracK racing is not 
excusable and cannot be explai ing 
ned away. 
Few racognlze the extreme difficulties 
and dangers of track racing and naturally 
condemn. the sport as a whole. The game 
has been tried and found wanting, and 
should be dropped In the best interests 
of the manufacturers- and users of cars,' 
to say nothing of the general public's 
right to protect human life. 
I have just been over the course of the 
Vanderbilt Cup race and find it an im- 
provement over the course as followed 
last year. There are a number of turns, 
but only two are above the average in 
difficulty. 
At least ninety per cent of 
the roadway is as good as could reason- 
ably be expected for such a race and, by 
race day. none of the route will present 
serious dangers on the score of footing 
for the machines. The grades are not 
severe, in view of the power of the cars 
which are to enter the event, and no com- 
plaints on this scoria need be heeded.
